In response to the Notice of Incomplete Reply (Nonpro visional) mailed by the Application 
Branch on 1 1/28/01, indicating that the response to notice of missing parts filed on 1 1/21/01, did not 
include substitute drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.84, please find the following remarks . In 
addition, a copy of the Notice of Incomplete Reply (Nonprovisional) is enclosed herewith. 

The Notice Of Incomplete Reply required substitute drawings in compliance with 3 7 CFR 1.84 
because the drawing figures contain text that is not in English and referred to 3 7 CFR 1 . 84(p)(2) and 3 7 
CFR 1.52(d)(1). 37 CFR 1.84(p)(2) states that "The English alphabet must be used for letters, except 
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where another alphabet is customarily used, such as the Greek alphabet to indicate angles, wavelengths, 
and mathematical formulas. " Applicant notes that this particular objection was not raised in the Notice To 
File Missing Parts mailed on July 25, 2001 . 

The present invention relates to providing a method for displaying non-English text characters, 
including Chinese, Japanese, and Korean characters, according to different sort order criteria, as illustrated 
in Figures 4 A-4C . It is submitted that the drawings meet the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(2) because 
non-English alphabets, such as Chinese, Japanese, and Korean characters, are customarily used to illustrate 
methods for displaying non-English text characters. In addition, the illustration of the non-English characters 
as shown is necessary to the understanding of the present invention. As the drawings are proper as filed, 
it is not believed that any additional fee is owed.
